( 2 ) The Standing Committees shall be entitled 
to issue such orders of prohibition , exercise such 
powers and functions and perform such duties 
of the Zilla Panchayat as may be issued , made , 
exercised or performed by the Zilla Panchayat 
under any of the section aforesaid or part thereof 
or regulations, if any, made thereunder;

In exercise of the powers , conferred by sub 
section ( 1) of Section 242 read with sub - section 
(6 ) of section 142 of the Goa Panchayat Raj Act , 
1994 (Goa Act . 14 of 1994 ) (hereinafter referred 
to as the " said Act " ) and all other powers 
enabling it in that behalf, the South Goa Zilla 
Panchayat , with the previous sanction of the 
Government, hereby makes the following 
regulations , namely : 


(i) the powers conferred upon the Zilla 
panchayat under sub - section ( 1) of Section 242 
of the said Act shall not be exercised by the 
Standing Committeesi 


1. Short title and commencement. ( 1 ) These 
regulations may be called the South Goa Zilla 
Panchayat (Allocation of functions , powers and 
duties to the Standing Committees ) Regulations , 
2002 . 


( ii) Where the powers, functions and duties 
of the Zilla Panchayat which have been alloted 
to the Standing Committees under these 
regulations are of general nature applicable to 
more than than one subject or matter, the 
Standing Committees shall be deemed to have 
been alloted only so much powers , duties or 
functions as pertain to the subjects or matters 
alloted to it by these regulations: 


(2 ) They shall come into force from the date 
of their publication in the Official Gazette . 


2. Functions and powers of the Standing 
Committees :- ( 1 ) The Standing Committees of 
the Zilla Panchayat as specified in Column ( 1 ) 
of the table below shall perform such functions 
of the Zilla Panchayat conferred on the Zilla 
Panchayat under sections /part of section / 
/ schedule as specified in Column (2 ) of the said 
table in respect of the subject matter as specified 


Provided further that nothing contained in 
the above proviso shall prevent the Standing 
Committees from recommending to the Zilla 
Panchayat a draft of the regulations relating 
to any subject or matter related to any 
Committee which such Committee thinks fit to 
suggest to the Zilla Panchayats .
